All  uses,  dimensional  requirement,  and  other  provisions  of  the  by¬ 
laws  applicable  to  such  underlying  districts  shall  remain  in  force  and  effect,  except 
where  greater  or  additional  restrictions  and  requirements  of  this  Section  shall  prevail.

1.  Conservation  of  soil,  water  plants  and  wildlife: 

2.  Outdoor  recreation  not  involving  the  use  of  motor  vehicles  or  motor  boats, 
including  boating,  fishing  nature  study,  and  hunting  where  otherwise  legally 
permitted: 

3.  Foot,  bicycle  and  horse  paths  and  bridges. 

4.  Maintenance,  repair  or  alteration  of  any  existing  structure,  provided  that  fifteen  (15) 
percent  of  the  lot  size,  or  2,500  square  feet,  whichever  greater,  is  thereby  rendered 
impervious:

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PROHIBITED  USES 

1 .  Storage  of  liquid  petroleum  products  of  any  kind  except  the  following: 

a.  normal  household  use,  outdoor  maintenance  and  heating  of  a  structure, 

b.  waste  oil  facilities  required  by  statue,  rule  or  regulation: 

c.  emergency  generators  required  by  statue,  rule  or  regulation, 

d.  treatment  works  approved  under  314  CMR  5.00  for  treatment  of  ground  or 
surface  waters;  provided  that  storage,  as  listed  in  items  a.  through  d.  above,  is 
in  freestanding  containers  within  buildings  or  above  ground  with  secondary 
containment  adequate  to  contain  a  spill  the  size  of  the  containers’  total  storage 
capacity.

14.  Metal  plating  establishments; 

15.  Boat  and  motor  vehicle  service,  repair  and  washing  establishments. 

16.  The  rendering  impervious  of  more  than  fifteen  (15)  percent  of  the  size,  2,500  square 
feet,  whichever  is  greater,  of  any  lot,  unless  and  artificial  recharge  system  for  excess 
runoff,  which  will  not  degrade  groundwater  quality,  is  provided. 

17.  Mining  of  land  within  four  (4)  feet  of  the  historic  high  groundwater  table  elevations, 
except  for  foundations  and  utility  works: 

1 8.  Individual  sewage  disposal  systems  that  are  designed  in  accordance  with  3 10  CMR 
15.00  to  receive  more  than  110  gallons  of  sewage  per  quarter  acre  under  one  ownership 
per  day,  or  440  gallons  of  sewage  on  any  one  acre  under  one  ownership  per  day 
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whichever  is  greater,  except  the  replacement  or  repair  of  an  existing  system  that  will 
not  result  in  an  increase  in  design  capacity  above  the  original  design;

2.  To  conserve  the  natural  resources  of  the  Town. 

3.  To  protect  the  water  supply  and  water  supply  related  resource  areas  of  the  Town 
from  adverse  development  or  land  use  practices. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  OVERLAY  AREA 

There  is  hereby  established  the  Wellhead  Protection  Area  which  is  delineated  on 
an  overlay  map  entitled  “Wellhead  Protection  Area,  Town  of  Dighton”,  dated  The  Map 
is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  by-law  and  is  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

Except  as  specifically  provided  otherwise,  this  Section  applies  to  the  Wellhead 
Protection  Area.  All  uses,  dimensional  requirements,  and  other  provisions  of  the  by¬ 
law  applicable  to  such  underlying  areas  shall  remain  in  force  and  effect,  except  where 
greater  or  additional  restrictions  and  requirements  of  this  Section  shall  prevail. 

PERMITTED  USES 

Within  the  Wellhead  Protection  Area,  the  following  uses  are  permitted  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  _  provided  that  all  necessary  permits,  orders  and  approvals 
required  by  local,  state  and  federal  law  also  are  obtained: 

1.  Conservation  of  soil,  water  plants  and  wildlife; 

2.  Outdoor  recreation  not  involving  the  use  of  motor  vehicles  or  motor  boats, 
including  boating,  fishing,  nature  study,  and  hunting  where  otherwise  legally 
permitted; 

3.  Foot,  bicycle  and  horse  paths  and  bridges; 

4.  Maintenance,  repair  or  alteration  of  any  existing  structure,  provided  that  no 
more  than  fifteen  (15)  percent  of  the  lot  size,  or  2,500  square  feet,  whichever  is 
greater,  is  thereby  rendered  impervious: 

5.  Normal  operation  and  maintenance  of  existing  water  bodies  and  dams,  splash 
boards,  and  other  water  control,  supply  and  conservation  devices; 

6.  Single-family  residential  development  permitted  in  the  underlying  area,  provided 
that  no  more  than  fifteen  (15)  percent  of  the  lot  size,  or  2,500  square  feet,  whichever 
is  greater,  is  thereby  rendered  impervious; 

PROHIBITED  USES 

1  .  Storage  of  liquid  petroleum  products  of  any  kind  except  the  following: 

a.  normal  household  use,  outdoor  maintenance  and  heating  of  a  structure; 

b.  waste  oil  facilities  required  by  statute,  rule  or  regulation; 

c.  emergency  generators  required  by  statute,  rule  or  regulation; 
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d.  treatment  works  approved  under  314  CMR  5.00  for  treatment  of  ground  or 
surface  waters;  provided  that  storage,  as  listed  in  items  a.  through  d.  above,  is 
in  freestanding  containers  within  buildings  or  above  ground  with  secondary 
containment  adequate  to  contain  a  spill  the  size  of  the  containers’  total  storage 
capacity. 

2.  Facilities  that  generate,  treat,  store  or  dispose  of  hazardous  waste,  subject  to 
M.G.L.  Ch.  2 1C,  as  amended,  and  310  CMR  30.00,  except  the  following: 

a.  very  small  quantity  generators  as  defined  under  310  CMR  30.00; 

b.  household  hazardous  waste  collection  centers  and  events  under  310  CMR 
30.390; 

c.  waste  oil  retention  facilities  as  required  by  M.G.L.  Ch.  21.  Sec  52A; 

d.  water  remediation  treatment  works  as  approved  under  314  CMR  5.00. 

3  .  Storage  of  hazardous  materials  as  defined  in  M.G.L.  Ch.  2 IE,  unless  such 
storage  is  in  either  a  free  standing  container  within  a  building  or  in  a  free  standing 
container  above  ground  level  with  protection  adequate  to  contain  a  spill  the  size  of 
the  container’s  storage  capacity; 

4.  Landfills  and  open  dumps  as  defined  in  310  CMR  19.006; 

5.  Junk  yards  and  automobile  graveyards  as  defined  in  M.G.L.  Ch.  140B,  Sec.  I; 

6.  Landfilling  of  septage  and  sludge  as  defined  in  310  CMR  32.05; 

7.  Storage  of  septage  and  sludge  unless  such  storage  is  in  compliance  with  310 
CMR  32.30  and  310  CMR  32.31; 

8.  Dispose  of  solid  wastes  other  than  brush  and  stumps; 

9.  Storage  of  road  salt  and  other  deicing  materials,  unless  such  storage,  including 
loading  areas,  is  within  a  structure  designed  to  prevent  the  generation  and  escape 
of  contaminated  runoff  or  lechate; 

10.  Disposal  of  snow  that  contains  deicing  chemicals  and  that  has  been  brought  in 
from  outside  of  the  area; 

11.  Industrial  uses  which  discharge  process  water  on  the  site; 

12.  Outdoor  storage  of  fertilizers,  herbicides  and  pesticides,  and  outdoor  uncovered 
storage  of  manure,  or  indoor  storage  of  any  such  materials  without  the  provision  of 
an  adequate  impervious  layer  so  as  to  prevent  release  above  or  below  ground; 

13.  Dry  cleaning  establishments; 

14.  Metal  plating  establishments; 

15.  Boat  and  motor  vehicle  service,  repair  and  washing  establishments; 

16.  The  rendering  impervious  of  more  than  fifteen  (15)  percent  of  the  size,  or 
2,500  square  feet,  whichever  is  greater,  of  any  lot,  unless  an  artificial  recharge 
system  for  excess  run  off,  which  will  not  degrade  ground  water  quality,  is  provided; 

17.  Mining  of  land  within  four  (4)  feet  of  the  historic  high  ground  water  table 
elevations,  except  for  foundations  and  utility  works; 

18.  Individual  sewage  disposal  systems  that  are  designed  in  accordance  with  310 
CMR  15.00  to  receive  more  than  1 10  gallons  of  sewage  per  quarter  acre  under  one 
ownership  per  day,  or  440  gallons  of  sewage  on  any  one  acre  under  one  ownership 
per  day,  whichever  is  greater,  except  the  replacement  or  repair  of  an  existing  system 
that  will  not  result  in  an  increase  in  design  capacity  above  the  original  design; 

19.  Treatment  works  that  are  subject  to  314  CMR  5.00  including  privately  owned 
sewage  treatment  facilities,  except  the  following:

2.  Buffer  Zone:  Shall  be  provided  50  feet  in  width  when  adjoining  any 
other  zoning  district. 

3.  Fall  Zone:  Towers  shall  be  located  on  the  lot  so  that  the  distance  to  base 
of  tower  to  any  adjoining  property  line(s)  or  structure(s)  is  greater  than 
the  height  of  the  proposed  tower.  Tower  must  be  certified  by  a  registered 
structural  engineer  that  the  tower  can  withstand  winds  of  this  location. 

4.  Lighting:  When  required  and  permitted  by  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  or  the  Granting  Authority,  lighting  shall  be  directed  inward 
so  as  not  to  project  onto  surrounding  properties.  Proper  documentation 
must  be  provided  that  the  tower  has  been  reviewed  and  is  not  determined 
to  be  a  hazard  by  the  F.A.A.

SECTION  I  -  TOWN  GROWTH  &  DEVELOPMENT 

1.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  promote  orderly  growth  in  the  Town  of  Dighton, 
consistent  with  the  rate  of  residential  growth  over  the  last  six  (6)  calendar  years,  to 
phase  growth  so  that  it  will  not  unduly  strain  the  community’s  ability  to  provide 
basic  public  facilities  and  services,  to  provide  the  Town,  its  boards  and  its  agencies 
information  time,  and  capacity  to  incorporate  such  growth  into  the  Comprehensive 
Plan  for  the  community,  and  to  preserve  and  enhance  existing  community  character 
and  the  value  of  property. 

2.  GENERAL 

Beginning  on  November  18,  1996,  building  permits  for  not  more  that  thirty- 
six  (36)  dwelling  units  shall  be  issued  in  each  of  the  five  (5)  full  calendar  years 
following  said  date,  for  the  construction  of  new  residential  dwellings.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  section,  a  duplex  or  two-family  structure  shall  constitute  two 
dwelling  units;  a  principal  residence  with  an  accessory  apartment  therein  shall 
constitute  two  dwelling  units. 

3.  PROCEDURES 

Any  building  permits  issued  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  following 
procedures: 

a.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  act  on  each  permit  in  order  of  submittal.  Any 
permit  application  that  is  incomplete  or  inaccurate  shall  be  returned  to  the 
applicant  and  shall  require  new  submittal. 

b.  Three  permits  shall  be  issued  per  month.  No  person,  parties,  or  corporation 
shall  apply  for  any  more  than  three  permits  in  any  given  month.  Permits  not 
issued  in  any  month  of  the  calendar  year  in  accordance  with  this  schedule 
shall  be  available  in  any  subsequent  month  for  issuance  by  the  Building 
Inspector  for  that  calendar  year. 

c.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  mark  each  application  with  the  time  and  date 
of  submittal,  and  shall  act  on  each  application  in  a  timely  manner. 

d.  Any  building  permits  not  issued  in  any  calendar  year  shall  not  be  available 
for  issuance  in  any  subsequent  year. 

e.  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  this  by-law  is  in  effect,  The  Building 
Inspector  shall  retain  all  applications  for  which  a  building  permit  has  not  been 
issued.  Upon  being  informed  in  writing  by  the  applicant  before  the  first  Monday 
in  January  of  the  succeeding  calendar  year  shall  treat  said  application  to  remain 
in  effect,  the  Building  Inspector  shall  treat  said  application  in  accordance 
with  subsection  #3a  above. 

SECTION  II  -  SUBDIVISION  PHASING 
1.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  section,  “Subdivision  Phasing”,  is  to  assure  that  growth 
shall  be  phased  so  as  not  to  unduly  strain  the  town’s  ability  to  provide  public 
facilities  and  services,  so  that  it  will  not  disturb  the  social  fabric  of  the  community, 
and  so  that  it  will  be  in  keeping  with  the  community’s  desired  rate  of  growth. 
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2.  APPLICABILITY 

Any  division  of  land  into  more  than  10  lots  in  any  twelve  month  period  shall 
be  subject  to  the  following  regulations  and  conditions  set  forth  herein. 

3.  REQUIREMENTS 

Whenever  a  new  lot  or  lots  is  or  are  formed  from  a  part  of  any  other  lot  or  lots, 
the  assembly  or  separation  shall  be  effected  in  such  a  manner  as  to  not  impair  any 
of  the  requirements  of  this  by-law,  and  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision 
Rules  &  Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Dighton. 

4.  DIVISION  OE  LAND  LIMITATIONS 

The  division  of  a  parcel  or  combined  adjacent  parcels  of  land  in  any  zoning 
district  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  lots  or  10%  of  lots  in  any  twelve  month  period. 
This  provision  shall  apply  to  any  proposed  division  or  combination  or  properties 
which  were  in  the  same  ownership  and  contiguous  as  of  November  18,  1996.  The 
foregoing  provisions  shall  be  applicable  to  all  subdivision  of  land  within  the  Town 
of  Dighton  even  if  approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  Massachusetts 
General  Law,  Chapter  41,  is  not  required. 

5.  EXCEPTIONS 

Division  of  land  in  excess  of  the  (10)  lots  or  10%  of  the  lots,  whichever  is 
greater,  as  defined  in  subsection  114  above,  may  be  plowed  only  if  one  of  the 
following  requirements  are  met: 

a.  The  owner  of  said  land  covenants  with  the  Planning  Board  that  he  or  she 
will  not  build  upon  more  than  ten  (10)  lots  or  10%  of  the  lots,  whichever  is 
greater  in  any  twelve  month  period.  Said  twelve  month  period  shall  commence 
on  the  date  of  endorsement  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  covenant  shall  identify 
the  lots  that  may  be  built  upon  in  each  twelve  month  period.  The  covenant 
shall  be  recorded  with  all  other  pertinent  documents  with  the  Definitive  Plan 
or  the  plan  which  has  been  endorsed  “Approval  Not  Required”. 

b.  The  owner  of  said  land  applies  for  and  receives  A  special  permit  from  the 
Planning  Board  to  create  more  than  ten  (10)  lots  in  any  twelve  month  period. 
The  Planning  Board  may  grant  a  special  permit  for  such  division  only  if  the 
Board  determines  that  the  probable  benefits  to  the  community  outweigh  the 
probable  adverse  effects  resulting  from  granting  such  permit,  considering  the 
impact  on  schools,  other  public  facilities,  traffic  and  pedestrian  travel,  traffic 
hazards,  preservation  of  unique  natural  features,  planned  rate  of  development, 
and  housing  for  senior  citizen  and  people  of  low  to  moderate  income,  as  well 
as  Comprehensive  Plan  or  Growth  Management  Plans  prepared  by  the  Planning 
Board  pursuant  to  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  41,  Section  8 ID. 

c.  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  entitle  an  applicant  to 
more  building  permits  in  any  calendar  year  than  such  applicant  would  be 
entitled  to  under  Section  II,  Paragraph  9  below. 

6.  ZONING  CHANGE  PROTECTION 

The  protection  against  subsequent  zoning  change  granted  by  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Chapter  40A,  Section  6  to  land  in  a  subdivision  shall,  in  the  case  of 
a  development  whose  completion  has  been  constrained  by  this  section  or  subject 
to  the  covenant  as  provided  in  section  5a,  be  extended  to  ten  years. 
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7.  RELATION  TO  REAL  ESTATE  ASSESSMENT 

Any  land  owner  denied  a  building  permit  because  of  these  provisions  may 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  in  conformaty  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  59,  Section  59,  for  a  determination  as  to  extent  to  which  the  temporary 
restriction  on  development  use  of  such  land  shall  affect  the  assessed  valuationplaced 
on  such  land  for  purposes  of  real  estate  taxation,  and  for  abatement  as  determined 
to  be  appropriate. 

8.  SPECIAL  NEEDS  HOUSING 

Upon  a  determination  by  the  Planning  Board  under  a  special  permit  application 
that  the  proposed  development  will  meet  special  needs  in  housing  provision,  the 
proposed  development  shall  be  exempt  from  this  section  in  its  entirety.  Such  special 
permit  exempting  the  applicant  from  this  section  shall  be  granted  if  the  housing  is 
proposed  by  a  public  or  nonprofit  organization  relying  on  committed  state  and 
federal  subsides  and  a  majority  of  the  units  will  initially  be  sold  or  leased  at  terms 
affordable  to  households  or  individuals  with  incomes  not  exceeding  those  defined 
as  “moderate  income”  by  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Communities  & 
Development. 

9.  EXEMPTIONS 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to,  nor  limit  in  any  way,  the 
granting  of  building  or  occupancy  permits  required  for  enlargement,  restoration, 
or  reconstruction  of  dwellings  existing  on  lots  as  of  the  date  of  passage  of  this  by¬ 
law,  but  shall  apply  to  the  conversion  of  single-family  to  two-family  dwellings. 

10.  EXTENSION 

This  section  may  be  extended  without  lapse  of  its  provisions  and  limitations, 
by  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  prior  to  November  18,  2006.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


This  is  the  fifteenth  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  During  the  year  1996,  this  Board 
conducted  twenty-three(23)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-laws  were 
sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of  these  cases,  seventeen 
were  approved  and  six  were  either  denied  or  withdrawn. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-laws  are  issued  by  the  Board  when  its  members  find  due 
hardships  to  the  petitioner  in  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  granting  of  a 
variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the  public  or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if  they  were  not  provided  some 
means  of  granting  relief  to  owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict  applica¬ 
tion  of  the  law.  No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  of  by-law  is  drawn,  there  are  bound 
to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application  of  the  law  deprives  the  owners  of  all,  or  almost  all 
beneficial  use  of  his  land.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

Thanks  to  the  cooperation  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  this  board,  the  tax  bill 
mailing  was  weeks  earlier  this  year.  The  continued  effort  in  this  direction  will  result  in 
prompt  billing.  Also,  the  efforts  extended  by  the  staff  of  Brenda  Herbeck  should  not  go 
unnoticed. 

By  not  utilizing  our  full  levy  capacity,  we  banked  $110,000  of  levy.  As  a  result  the  tax 
rate  only  increased  $0.56,  a  small  amount  compared  to  previous  years. 

With  that  said,  we  are  in  the  process  of  certifying  the  towns  values  for  fiscal  1998.  All 
residential  and  commercial  values  are  due  for  certification  by  the  D.O.R.  this  will  be  our 
first  in-house  effort  of  this  process  which  will  be  time  consuming.  Along  with  the  certifica¬ 
tion  we  are  doing  a  full  measure  and  list  of  all  town  property.  We  have  started  in  the  south¬ 
ern  section  of  town  and  have  completed  eleven  of  the  twenty  five  maps  or  sectors  of  town. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  staff,  Margery  Marshall  for  an  excellent  job  done  throughout  the 
year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


This  was  a  year  change  and  new  initiatives  for  the  Board. 

We  updated  the  ten-year-old  Percolation  Test  Regulation.  This  update  incorporated  the 
requirements  of  Title  V  of  the  State  Environmental  Code.  In  addition,  the  Regulation  placed 
new  requirements  on  marking  percolation  test  sites  to  ensure  any  changes  to  proposed  home- 
site.  In  addition,  the  percolation  testing  fee  was  raised  from  $25  to  $100  per  test,  which  is 
the  median  for  the  surrounding  communities. 

We  obtained  a  $20,000  grant  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  to  imple¬ 
ment  a  Title  V  management  program.  The  Title  V  management  program  we  envision  will 
not  only  meet  current  and  projected  DEP  reporting  requirements,  but  has  the  potential  to 
assist  other  Town  Boards  and  Committees  to  electronically  manage  various  environmental 
data  which  is  currently  managed  by  hand. 


We  have  been  involved  in  resolving  a  number  of  health  and  environmental  complaints 
during  the  past  year.  As  you  are  aware,  the  members  of  the  Board  do  not  possess  all  the 
expertise  necessary  to  analyze  and  determine  the  best  course  of  action  to  resolve  each  com¬ 
plaint.  Therefore,  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  following  individuals  and  depart¬ 
ments  for  their  support  of  the  Board,  and  their  assistance  in  dealing  with  matters  that  af¬ 
fected  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  residents  of  Dighton:

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  past  year  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Sewer  Commissioners  and  Sewer  Department. 
Mr.  Neil  Sousa  was  elected  in  February  to  a  three  year  term  on  the  board  and  we  congratulated 
him.  Mr.  Sousa  was  elected  to  the  term  held  by  Joseph  C.  Hathaway.  Joe  was  a  great  asset  to 
the  board  and  served  on  this  board  since  his  appointment  in  1985.  The  Board  thanks  Joe  and 
wishes  him  the  best  of  luck. 


The  board  meets  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  of  the  month,  unless  otherwise  posted 
with  the  Town  Clerk’s  office.  If  you  would  like  to  meet  with  the  Board  we  ask  that  you  call 
our  office  and  make  an  appointment  to  be  on  our  agenda. 

In  December  the  Board  voted  on  the  January  1997  Sewer  Rate.  The  rate  is  the  same  as 
the  July  1996  billing.  The  board  is  also  waiting  to  hear  the  results  of  the  bidding  process  to 
upgrade  Taunton’s  wastewater  treatment  plant.  Estimates  to  upgrade  the  plant  are  considered 
to  be  $10,000,000.00  and  Dighton’s  cost  is  5%  to  contribute  to  the  upgrade.  Raynham  will 
also  contribute  5%  to  the  cost  of  upgrade. 


The  1997  (January)  Sewer  Rate  is  as  follows: 

Residential;  $25.00  minimum  fee*  -  Cubic  feet  of  water  used  X  .0165  the  sewer  bill 
water  usage  is  based  upon  your  water  usage  from  1996.  The  periods  are 
September  (previous  year)  to  March  (reflected  in  our  July  Bill)  and  March  to 
September  whichever  water  usage  is  the  lowest  is  used.  Only  exact  usage 
will  be  used  is  there  is  a  problem  with  obtaining  water  meter  readings  from 
either  water  department  or  a  home  has  been  sold.  A  10%  discount  will  apply 
to  those  with  no  outstanding  sewer  balances  and  all  previous  bills  must  have 
been  paid  30  days  from  the  date  of  issue. 

*Duplex  houses/apartments  and  $25.00  per  living  unit. 

Business:  $25.00  minimum  fee  -  Cubic  feet  of  water  used  X  .0165 

No  discount. 


Industrial:  $75.00  minimum  per  meter  -  $30.00  for  each  1,000  cubic  feet 

used  no  discount  -  minimum  bill  is  no  less  than  $75.00. 

Municipal:  No  minimum  fee  -  cubic  feet  of  water  used  X  .015  -  No  Discount. 

If  any  resident  has  questions  about  their  sewer  bills,  please  feel  free  to  attend  one  of 
the  Sewer  Commissioners’  meetings.  Bills  are  mailed  out  at  the  end  of  January  and  July. 


The  Board  had  preliminary  plans  submitted  by  the  potential  developers  of  a  development 
called  “Forest  Hill  Estates”  located  off  Forest  Street  in  No.  Dighton.  In  February,  we  met 
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with  the  Engineers  and  the  potential  developers  of  the  property.  Many  issues  were  discussed 
including  lack  of  information  submitted  on  these  project  and  this  plan  was  rejected  because 
of  this  matter.  The  Planning  Board  was  notified  of  our  decision.  In  December  again  the 
same  plan  was  submitted  and  again  rejected  due  to  the  same  lack  of  information  especially 
concerning  location  of  sewer  lines  and  sewer  easements.  The  Board  does  not  believe  that 
this  type  of  system  is  good  for  the  town.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO 

CONTROL  PROJECT 
DECEMBER  31, 1996 

On  June  30,  1996  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  thirty-seven 
years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breeding 
sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control 
in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 


Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during  the 
winter  months.  Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos 
in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 


Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and 
storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number 
-  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also 
useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage 
ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito 
larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are 
environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized. 
We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different 
formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage  rates 
remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our 
spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes 
on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  1996  mosquito  season  got  underway  with  the  hatching  of  mosquito  larvae  in  early 
March.  Water  levels  were  higher  this  spring  than  it  had  been  in  the  past  several  years. 

Our  adulticiding  program  began  in  late  May.  The  Project  received  many  calls  for  spray 
due  to  the  large  number  of  mosquitos,  with  many  residents  complaining  the  mosquitos  were 
so  unbearable  that  any  outdoor  activities  were  impossible. 

The  weather  pattern  during  the  latter  part  of  the  season  did  not  help  the  mosquito  situation 
as  tropical  storms  along  with  heavy  rain  caused  coastal  flooding  and  thus  produced  some  of 
the  largest  salt-marsh  mosquito  populations  ever.  Our  foggers  were  kept  busy  all  season  in 
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order  to  reduce  the  mosquitos  to  tolerable  levels. 

Although  the  mosquito  population  was  higher  than  in  the  past  several  years  there  were 
no  EEE  isolates  found  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts.  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut  and  New 
York  all  had  a  number  of  EEE  isolates  with  Rhode  Island  having  the  most.  With  Rhode 
Island  bordering  several  towns  in  Bristol  County,  the  Massachusetts  Public  Health  Dept, 
and  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  kept  a  close  watch  in  those  areas.  Additional 
surveillance  and  testing  for  EEE  virus  was  done  to  insure  the  safety  of  residents  in  Bristol 
County. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular  spraying  of  known 
infested  areas  for  a  total  of  4,610  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a  total  of  900  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  drainage 
ditches. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone 
have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their  area, 
whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area 
checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

The  Dighton  Council  on  Aging  (DCOA)  was  authorized  by  vote  of  the  Towns-people 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  March  12, 1973.  The  DCOA  is  Primarily  funded  by  municipal 
appropriations  and  special  grants  and  is  governed  by  a  board  of  locally  appointed  persons. 
The  DCOA  is  governed  by  a  nine  member  board  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
multiple  year,  staggered  terms. 

The  DCOA  meets  on  the  second  Thursday  of  the  month  at  7  p.m.  at  Lincoln  Village,  all 
of  its  meetings  are  held  according  to  the  Open  Meeting  Law  and  members  of  the  Public  are 
most  welcome  to  attend. 

The  DCOA  is  open  5  days  a  week.  We  offer  a  variety  of  information,  outreach,  health, 
and  our  latest  addition  is  our  Day  Care  Program,  “PRIME  TIME”.  “PRIME  TIME”  is  an 
Adult  Day  Program  that  Provides  activities  for  elders  who  need  daytime  supervision  in  a 
group  support  Programs  also  respite  care  for  families  and  friends  who  are  caring  for  elder 
individuals  and  need  Planned  relief  to  conduct  personal  business.  A  home-like  atmosphere 
is  Provided  fostering  openness  sharing,  laughter  and  understanding  in  an  informal  setting. 
Clients  benefit  from  stimulation  and  support  of  a  small  group  as  well  as  Participating  in 
regularly  scheduled  activities  and  Programs  “PRIME  TIME”  offers  elders  an  opportunity 
to  socialize,  enjoy  a  light  breakfast,  a  nutritious  lunch  and  snacks  with  their  peers.  The 
Goal  of  the  Program  is  to  foster  personal  enrichment  and  to  Promote  the  highest  level  of 
social  functioning  in  a  safe,  caring  and  nurturing  environment.  “PRIME  TIME”  opened  in 
Dec.  of  1994  with  one  client,  in  1995  we  had  18  clients  and  today  we  have  23  clients.  A 
total  of  35  clients  have  come  to  our  program.  Our  Staff  is  devoted,  caring  and  creative. 
They  benefit  from  receiving  as  much  love  and  learning  as  they  give.  Many  Thanks  to 
Cathy,  Natalie  and  the  many  volunteers  who  give  so  much  time  &  love  to  the  clients.  We 
especially  want  to  thank  the  “Dominican  Sisters  of  the  Presentation”  who  volunteer  on  a 
regular  basis. 

The  “STARS  CLUB”,  our  intergenerational  program,  continues  to  be  a  success.  Last 
summer  Christine  was  able  to  coordinate  with  a  Peer  leader  group  from  Taunton.  They 
provided  a  bond  between  the  elderly  at  “PRIME  TIME”  and  themselves,  relationships  have 
grown  and  the  volunteers  were  rewarded  by  the  love  and  understanding  given  to  them  by 
the  elders.  The  Kindergarten  and  Elementary  School  have  developed  several  Programs  that 
enhances  their  “TIME  ON  LEARNING”. 

An  Aids  awareness  program  is  being  planned  at  the  Jr  High  at  this  time,  along  with  a 
recycling  program.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON  HARBORMASTER 

•  Approximately  20  private  Mooring  registered  in  119. 

•  TYC  provided  approximately  33  listings  of  Members  -  Moorings  yearly  permit  required*. 

•  SYC  now  have  Army  Corp.  approval  for  29  Moorings;  yearly  permit  required.*  (Only  11 
boats  in  this  year). 

•  Shaw’s  “SLIPS”  are  full  +4  confirmed  yearly  permitted  Storm  Moorings  in  operation. 

•  *  A  list  indicated  Reg.#’s/name  and  tele.#  provided  by  July  of  each  year.  It  would  be  easy 
to  find  owner  without  calling  Boston  Registration  people,  if  or  when  a  boat  breaks  loose 
and  flounders  on  shore.  A  copy  can  be  given  to  Police  Department  if  desired. 

•  Various  problems  encountered  in  1996  from  refusals  to  register  through  contacts  with 
non-registered  boats,  as  well  as,  explanations  of  local  boat  taxes.  Mooring  violations, 
speeding  and  wake  generators  in  Mooring  areas,  etc.  Thanks  to  Ron  Morino’s  efforts, 
speeding  and  uncalled  for  wake  problems  have  minimized. 

•  Eel  Trappers  were  not  as  prevalent  in  this  years  Dighton’s  portion  of  the  River.  Very 
difficult  to  police  this  activity  without  pulling  pots  or  constant  surveillance.  Note:  River 
still  polluted;  no  shell  fishing. 

•  Old  ICI  has  not  pulled  the  pipe  in  the  River  when  they  moved  out,  but  still  have  marker  in 
place.  The  do,  however,  replace  the  marker  when  ice  takes  it  away,  or  leave  it  out  in  winter 
months. 

•  Formally  requested  that  all  Moorings  be  checked  each  year  by  Yacht  Cluhs,  as  well  as 
explained  to  all  Y.C./Marinas,  that  waste  oil  must  be  accounted  for.  “Sanitary  Waste  Pump 
Out”  station  locations  were  given  to  YC.  and  Marina.  Next  year  a  State  funded  Pump  out 
boat  will  be  in  River. 

•  Placement  of  Private  Aids  to  Nav.  Markers  on  the  Dighton  portion  (North  of  Shaws)  on 
the  River  are  still  holding  up.  Looks  and  still  is  great  thanks  to  T.R.A.! 

•  On  new/renewed  applications.  Moorings  are  required  to  be  marked  with  registration  num¬ 
bers,  so  that  no  problems,  as  to  true  ownership,  will  occur.  So  far,  this  has  worked  out. 

•  Pleasant  St.  Bridge  (Somerset/Dighton)  completed,  finally. 

•  No  up-to-date  Registration  or  Documentation  of  Boat  -  No  Mooring.  Also,  no  Mooring 
without  a  current  boat.  No  Mooring  permit  transferred  except  to  immediate  family. 

•  Met  with  Coastal  Zone  Management  and  Taunton  River  Alliance  People  on  Various  occa¬ 
sions. 

•  Ron  Morino  of  Pleasant  St.  (3  yr.  position  as  Assistant  Harbormaster)  has  completed  2 
years  of  appointment.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


In  the  spring  of  1996,  4,600  feet  of  Hart  Street  was  double  stone-sealed.  Also,  800  feet 
of  North  Street  was  sealed.  Chestnut  Street  and  Elm  Street  from  Main  Street  to  the  Town 
line  were  treated  with  a  3/8  stone  seal.  Brook  Street  and  Stanzione  Drive  were  blacktopped 
with  all/2  inch  overlay. 

Work  continues  on  Maple  Swamp  Road.  Emergency  vehicles  can  now  respond  to  calls 
without  traveling  to  Rehoboth.  This  can  save  a  lot  of  time  in  an  emergency. 

The  Highway  Department  was  able  to  replace  its  street  sweepers  with  a  new  Elgin 
Sweeper.  This  was  paid  for  with  State  funds. 

The  winter  of  ’95-’ 96  was  very  demanding  on  the  equipment  and  men  of  the  Department. 
I  would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department  along  with  the  contractors  for 
giving  110%  during  the  record  snowstorms  this  past  winter.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation.

We  were  notified  that  the 
Battleship  U.  S.  Constitution  would  observe  its  200th  year  in  1998  and  that  one  of  its 
Commanders  Silas  Talbot,  born  in  Dighton  would  be  honored  with  a  Marker  Stone  in  the 
Unitarian  Cemetery.  Silas  Talbot  left  Dighton  as  a  sixteen  (16)  year-old  to  begin  a  life  in 
the  Navy  and  served  as  a  Representative  in  Congress.  His  Dighton  home  is  marked  in 
the  family  grave  site  off  the  north  side  of  Hart  Street. 

We  recognize  the  resignation  of  Elaine  Varley  from  the  Commission  having  served 
since  the  beginning.  Mrs.  Varley  continues  as  Town  Historian  and  as  instant  knowledge  of 
Town  History.  Mrs.  Catherine  Yelle  was  named  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  board  in  May. 
William  Grover  resigned  in  November  to  pursue  other  interests  as  a  retired  school  teacher. 

The  commission  is  seeking  someone  in  town  to  lead  a  project  to  renovate  the  Segregansett 
one  room  schoolhouse.  There  are  State  funds  available  for  this  work. 

The  commission  appreciates  the  mowing  of  the  grass  and  brush  around  the  schoolhouse 
by  the  Highway  Department.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


We  hereby  submit  this  annual  report  of  the  Dighton  Public  Library  for  1996  to  the 
residents  of  Dighton. 

During  1996  the  library  underwent  many  changes  in  growth  and  personnel.  Our  second 
full  year  of  automation  has  shown  increased  circulation  and  library  usage.  The  library  became 
fully  automated  in  December  1994.  Dighton  patrons  are  able  to  use  our  Public  Access 
Computer,  to  locate  materials  and  place  their  own  holds  on  books  and  other  materials  available 
from  the  24  network  libraries.  We  receive  daily  delivery  of  materials  requested  from  other 
libraries  so  holds  and  requests  are  quickly  filled  . 

The  Library  has  seen  personnel  changes  during  1996.  In  January,  Cheryl  Furtado  was 
hired  to  replace  Domla  Soares  as  head  of  circulation.  Maggie  St.  Ours  hired  in  May  filled  a 
long  over  due  need  at  the  library  for  full  service  to  Dighton’s  youth.  Maggie  has  already 
developed  several  programs  in  the  short  time  she’s  been  here,  including  pre-school  story 
hour,  school  vacation  programs,  summer  reading  program  activities,  monthly  themes  for 
the  children’s  room,  performances  by  professional  artists,  monthly  movie  night  and  others. 
Ginette  Bays  joined  the  library  staff  in  May  as  a  library  aide. 

The  library  has  extended  its  services  to  the  Dighton  schools  through  use  of  a  homework 
/  project  alert  for  teachers.  During  1996  the  Dighton  Public  Library  (DPL)  loaned  508  items 
to  the  elementary  school.  Students  have  many  resources  available  to  them  at  the  library  for 
school  projects,  such  as,  CD-ROM  workstation,  internet  access,  magazine  databases,  fax 
services  for  reference,  word  processing,  and  encyclopedias 

The  DPL  now  offers  a  home  delivery  outreach  program  to  Dighton  residents.  In 
November  we  had  a  Technology  open  house  to  introduce  the  public  to  the  internet,  EBSCO 
magazine  database,  CD-  ROM  workstation  and  other  technology  services  available  to  the 
public.  Story  hour  continues  to  be  available  to  preschool  children. 

In  March  1996  the  DPL  received  $5,392.  from  the  state  Meg/Lig  program  for  compliance 
with  state  library  regulations.  The  purpose  of  the  State  Aid  to  Public  Libraries  is  to: 

•  encourage  town  to  support  and  improve  public  library  services 

•  compensate  for  disparities  in  municipal  funding  capacities 

•  offset  the  cost  of  circulation  materials  to  Massachusetts  non-residents 

The  library  also  received  $600  from  the  Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council  to  fund 
enrichment  programs  during  the  summer  reading  program. 

The  Friends  of  the  Dighton  Public  Library  active  in  promoting  use  of  the  library  and 
sponsoring  fund-raising  activities  such  as  their  annual  Strawberry  Festival  and  a  Cabaret 
show.  The  Friends  paid  to  have  the  rug  in  the  children’s  room  placed.  The  Friends  continue 
to  support  the  trustees  and  building  committee  with  the  library  building  project. 

The  staff  and  trustees  sincerely  appreciate  the  support  and  generosity  of  the  residents 
of  Dighton.  We  have  made  great  strides  to  improve  our  services  and  will  continue  to  do  so 
in  the  future.

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The  Chief  attended  in-service  classes  for  Chiefs  at  the  Mass.  Criminal  Justice  Training 
Council  in  Plymouth,  as  well  as  a  number  of  seminars  and  conferences  conducted  throughout 
the  State,  that  provided  the  information  needed  to  provide  our  community  with  Law 
Enforcement  needs  and  the  means  to  attain  them.  All  of  our  officers  received  in-service 
annual  training  at  the  Mass.  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council  in  Canton.  Along  with  specialty 
training  firearms  qualification,  CPR  and  1st  Responder  recertification. 

Ptlm.  Douglas  P.  Roy  was  the  recipient  of  the  annual  MADD  award. 

The  Dighton  D.A.R.E.  Program  graduated  92  students  from  the  core  curriculum  program 
and  also  conducted  class  in  grades  K,  2,  4.  Other  activities  held  were  a  Roller  Skating  Party 
and  a  visit  from  the  New  England  Patriots  linebacker  Marty  More  who  spoke  to  all  students 
in  the  Dighton  Middle  School  on  staying  healthy  and  drug  free.  District  Attorney  Paul 
Walsh  presented  a  Juvenile  Court  Proceeding  to  the  5th  grade  students.  DARE  Officer  Dutra 
and  Health  Coordinator  Andrea  Priest  applied  for  and  received  a  secondary  grant  to  provide 
funds  for  the  Gun  Safety  Program  that  was  taught  to  first  and  fourth  grade  students,  and  also 
the  highly  successful  Summer  Program  that  was  held  at  the  Basketball  and  Tennis  Courts 
this  summer.  This  was  attended  by  30  to  40  youths  each  session  where  they  were  taught 
Basketball  and  Tennis  Skills.  Officer  Dutra  also  obtained  certification  to  instruct  grades  7 
and  8  and  will  implement  this  curriculum  in  1997.  The  second  annual  golf  tournament  was 
held  and  turned  out  to  be  successful.  The  DARE  Program  will  continue  to  grow  in  the 
following  year.  Ptlm.  Dutra  would  like  to  thank  D-R  School  District,  The  Dighton  RTO. 
and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their  support. 

The  following  Safety  Programs  were  held;  Bus  Evacuation,  Halloween  Safety  with 
Bicycle  to  be  added  in  1997  at  the  Dighton  Middle  and  Elementary  Schools.  The  Polaroid 
Kidcare  ID  Program  was  held  for  all  children  in  town  and  will  be  scheduled  again  in  1997. 

The  following  Safety  Programs  were  held  at  Bristol  County  Agricultural  School.  Bus 
Evacuation  and  also  a  Drunk  Driving  Accident  Simulation  during  Prom  Week.  A  special; 
thanks  to  the  Dighton  Fire  Department,  V&R  Garage,  and  Patriot  Limousine  for  their  assistance. 

Ptlm.  Charles  Brown  is  currently  the  Liaison  Officer  to  Dighton  Rehoboth  Regional 
High  School,  and  is  working  closely  with  Trent  Danella  School  Principal  and  Guidance 
teachers.  With  this  rapport,  prosecution  of  students  from  simple  assault  to  drug  charges 
have  taken  place.  Ptlm. Brown  has  attended  the  students  TOAD  meetings,  and  feels  that  he 
has  gained  respect  with  most  of  the  students  as  a  fair  police  officer.  His  goal  is  to  get  a  better 
relationship  with  Rehoboth  Police  Dept,  and  their  liaison  officer  Det.  William  Walker  to 
provide  better  services  for  D-R.  Ptlm.  Brown  has  also  attended  the  following:  2  day  seminar 
Massachusetts  Crime  Watch,  1  week  seminar  in  Juvenile  Law. 

We  have  been. successful  in  receiving  grants  that  we  have  applied  for  and  have  used 
them  to  provide  funding  for  the  DARE  Program,  and  Community  Policing.  DARE  funds 
from  the  state  $6,000.00  and  Community  Policing  $4,500.00.  We  also  continue  to  receive 
finding  for  the  newly  hired  patrolman  through  the  COPS  Fast  $75,000.00  grant.  This  three 
year  Federal  Grant  from  the  COPS  FAST  project  of  the  Nation’s  new  crime  bill  that  is  being 
used  to  finance  this  officer. 
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As  of  October  30,  1 996  at  9:00  am  the  Town  of  Dighton  has  come  on-line  with  Enhance 
911.  All  the  Dighton  Communications  Operations  have  successfully  attended  a  16  hour 
E911  course  and  have  been  certified  by  the  State  Telecommunications  Board.  Head 
Dispatcher  Deborah  Gagnon  has  given  talks  to  Prime  Time,  Council  on  Aging  and  Lincoln 
Village  residents  on  how  the  new  enhanced  system  works  and  when  to  use  it.  A  video  was 
shown  and  materials  were  passed  out  to  the  elderly.  In  the  near  future  a  talk  will  be  given  to 
the  youth  of  the  community  at  the  Dighton  Library  on  E91 1  and  a  children’s  video  will  be 
shown.  Videos  and  materials  were  left  at  all  the  Town  Schools  and  the  Library  for  the  / 
children  and  the  public  to  view. 

I  request  your  support  to  aid  us  in  fighting  crime,  because  without  a  joint  effort  from  all 
of  us  we  may  never  be  able  to  bridge  the  gap  between  enforcement  and  crime  and  it’s 
control.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to  call  your  police  department  to  report  anything  you  may 
believe  to  be  suspicious  in  nature  or  out  of  the  ordinary  in  behavior.  Dial  91 1  to  Report  a 
Crime,  Save  a  Life,  Report  a  Eire. 

In  closing,  I  request  the  continued  support  of  all  as  we  face  the  increasingly  complex 
challenges  of  the  future.  I  wish  to  thank  all  department  personnel  for  their  contributions  as 
well  as  all  our  town  officials  and  employees,  state,  county,  and  federal  employees  we  work 
with,  and  a  special  thanks  to  the  Air  National  Guard  for  their  assistance.  I  would  also  like  to 
thank  our  local  merchants  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  citizens  of  the  town  for  their  unselfish 
assistance  and  support.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

(SRPEDD) 


The  Town  of  Dighton  continued  its  participation  in  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  District  during  1996.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  a  locally 
governed  regional  agency  serving  twenty-seven  cities  and  towns  in  southeastern 
Massachusetts,  We  are  funded  by  federal  and  state  grants  and  local  assessments.  For  1996, 
the  Town  of  Dighton  paid  $844.65  for  our  services,  based  upon  an  assessment  of  15  cents 
per  capita. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Dighton  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD  Commission 
by  Elizabeth  Balaschak  and  Thomas  Andrews.  The  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group 
representatives  were  Richard  Simmons  and  Paul  DeMoura. 

Some  of  SRPEDD ’s  more  significant  accomplishments  during  1996  were: 

•  Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP) 
which  set  regional  priorities  for  federal  transportation  funds.  The  TIP  sets  priorities  for 
$234  million  in  federal  and  state  dollars  for  regional  transportation  projects  over  the  next 
3  years. 

•  SRPEDD  completed  a  Handbook  to  assist  proponents  and  local  officials  to  develop  and 
promote  the  aquaculture  industry  in  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  region’s  cities  and  towns  and  the  MBTA  to  assist  in  the 
development  of  plans  for  commuter  rail  service  to  Taunton,  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford. 
SRPEDD  is  continuing  to  seek  a  regional  consensus  on  alternative  routes,  and  is  assisting 
the  MBTA  to  evaluate  the  Attleboro,  Stoughton  and  Middleborough  alternatives. 

•  Southeastern  Massachusetts  joined  the  Internet  with  the  debut  of  SRPEDD’s  web  site  in 
August.  The  site  contains  data  and  information  about  every  city  and  town  in  the  region, 
and  can  be  reached  at  http://www.srpedd.  org 

•  SRPEDD  approved  $1,583,559  in  grants  from  our  regional  transportation  allocation  for 
five  “enhancement”  projects.  Included  were  three  bicycle  paths  (Fairhaven,  New  Bedford 
and  Swansea),  restoration  of  the  ship  Ernestina  in  New  Bedford  and  a  region  road  runoff 
inventory  project. 

•  A  Regional  Housing  Needs  Study  was  completed  that  includes:  Needs  Assessment; 
Handbook  of  Resources;  Fiscal  Impact  Analysis;  Opportunities  for  Regional  Cooperation; 
and  Survey  of  Conditions/Social  Service  Agencies. 

•  An  Intermodal  Transportation  Report  was  prepared  by  SRPEDD  for  the  New  Bedford 
Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  addresses  and  makes  recommendations  for  the  linkage 
of  the  airport,  seaport,  rail,  bus  and  highway  modes  of  travel  and  freight  transfer. 
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•  The  SRPEDD  Commission  approved  a  Regional  Land  use  Policy  Plan  and  successfully 
applied  for  a  grant  for  implementation  in  1997.  The  plan  sets  forth  guidance  for  optimal 
use  of  our  most  precious  resource  -  our  land. 

•  The  region’s  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  was  completed  and  certified  by 
the  U.S.  Economic  Development  Administration,  making  the  region  eligible  for  federal 
economic  development  grants  from  EDA. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district- wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a  computer  file 
of  all  available  traffic  count  data  throughout  the  region.  SRPEDD  undertook  counts  at  85 
locations  this  year. 

•  SRPEDD  also  compiled  computerized  accident  records  for  seven  communities.  This  data 
is  used  to  publish  the  region’s  25  most  dangerous  intersections  and  road  segments.  This 
information  helps  with  the  redesign  of  the  dangerous  areas. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  two  regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA,  on  issues 
such  as  route  evaluations,  marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  and 
overall  data  compilation  and  analysis. 

•  SRPEDD  continued  its  affiliation  with  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED) 
Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1996  SEED  made 
loans  to  1 18  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $12.6  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to 
create  632  new  jobs. 

•  SRPEDD  operates  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Data  Center,  providing  information  to 
businesses,  cities  and  towns,  and  individuals. 

SRPEDD  also  received  in  1996  evaluations  of  Outstanding  from  two  federal  agencies 
for  planning  work  done  in  the  region:  the  Department  of  Transportation  and  the  Economic 
Development  Administration. 

In  addition,  municipal  assistance  was  provided  to  Dighton  in  the  following  areas: 

•  Technical  Assistance  to  Industrial  Development  Committee 

•  Technical  Assistance  on  an  Adult  Entertainment  Zoning  Bylaw 

•  Technical  Assistance  on  a  Water  Supply  Protection  Bylaw 

•  Technical  Assistance  on  a  Title  5  Septic  System  Grant 

SRPEDD  was  created  to  serve  the  cities  and  towns  of  southeastern  Massachusetts.  We 
are  governed  by  elected  and  appointed  officials  from  all  the  cities  and  towns.  We  look 
forward  to  serving  you  in  the  future.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I  hereby  submit  my  eighth  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  report  covers  the 
events  and  activities  that  occurred  during  the  1996  calendar  year.  It  specifically  describes 
the  progress  made  in  achieving  the  long-term  improvements  in  education  through  the  school 
district’s  strategic  plan  and  the  continued  influence  of  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993. 

During  the  school  year  1995-96,  ending  on  June  30,  1996,1  reported  to  the  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  District  School  Committee  that  the  school  district  had  completed  nine 
out  of  fourteen  strategic  planning  objectives  and  partially  completed  five  others.  In  June, 
the  school  committee  approved  fourteen  planning  objectives  for  the  1996-97  school  year. 
The  district’s  strategic  plans  emphasize  improvements  in  curriculum  and  instruction,  staff 
development,  supervision  and  evaluation  of  teachers  and  administrators,  and  school  facilities. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction: 

At  the  completion  of  the  1995-96  school  year,  the  status  of  the  district’s  strategic  planning 
objectives  related  to  curriculum  and  instruction  was  as  follows: 

•  Completed  revision  of  the  high  school  mathematics  and  sciences  courses  to  conform  to 
the  principles  and  standards  of  the  Statewide  Curriculum  Frameworks. 

•  Implemented  the  revised  grades  6-12  science  curriculum  and  piloted  several  science 
programs  at  the  elementary  level. 

•  Completed  an  action  plan  for  the  improvement  of  vocational  education  programs  at  the 
high  school. 

•  Completed  and  proposed  to  the  school  committee  a  policy  on  instructional  grouping  for 
all  grade  and  school  levels. 

•  Continued  the  implementation  of  a  character  education  program  at  the  high  school. 

•  Developed  an  assessment  program  to  evaluate  student  progress  in  language  arts  throughout 
all  grade  levels. 

•  Developed  a  school  day  schedule  in  all  of  our  schools  to  insure  that  each  student  in  grades 
K-8  received  900  hours  of  instruction  and  high  school  students  will  receive  990  of 
instruction,  beginning  with  the  1997-98  school  year. 

•  Partially  completed  revisions  in  the  district’s  language  arts  curriculum  and  social  studies 
curriculum  and  delayed  further  action  until  the  State  Board  of  Education  approved  the 
State  Curriculum  Frameworks  in  these  subject  areas. 

The  improvement  of  curriculum  and  instruction  continues  to  be  a  major  emphasis  in 
the  district’s  strategic  plan  for  the  1996-97  school  year.  Task  forces  including  parents,  teachers, 
and  administrators  began  curriculum  study  and  revisions  in  several  areas.  The  school 
committee  approved  the  several  strategic  planning  objectives  related  to  curriculum  and 
instruction.  These  included: 

•  Complete  revisions  in  the  social  studies  curriculum  and  language  arts  curriculum  based 
on  the  State  Curriculum  Frameworks  in  these  subject  areas. 

•  Complete  revisions  in  the  comprehensive  health  curriculum  based  on  the  State  Curriculum 
Frameworks.  The  subject  areas  included  in  the  comprehensive  health  curriculum  include 
physical  education,  consumer  and  family  studies  (home  economics),  and  health  education. 
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•  Complete  a  district-wide  technology  plan  to  become  eligible  for  statewide  grants  and 
revise  building  level  technology  plans  based  on  the  district  plan. 

•  Set  up  a  portfolio  assessment  in  language  arts  and  propose  alternate  assessment  techniques 
in  mathematics. 

Enrichment  programs  are  now  available  in  all  of  our  elementary  and  middle  schools. 
Professionally  trained  staff  assist  classroom  teachers  in  developing  and  implementing 
enrichment  activities  in  classrooms  for  all  students  and  providing  enrichment  experiences 
and  programs  for  students  with  special  talents  and  abilities. 

The  availability  of  School-to-Work  grant  funds  and  collaborative  programing  with 
neighboring  school  districts  and  businesses  in  the  area  enabled  the  district  to  initiate  several 
career  education  programs.  These  programs  include  a  high  school  mentorship  program, 
career  information  through  computer  searches  in  the  middle  school  and  high  school  guidance 
offices,  and  a  work  ethics  program  in  our  middle  schools.  We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of 
many  local  businesses  who  are  willing  to  share  their  time  and  personnel  in  helping  our 
students  in  making  career  decisions. 

Staff  Development: 

The  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  requires  each  school  district  to  maintain  an  ongoing 
and  coordinated  staff  development  program  including  a  “no  cost”  option  for  teachers  to 
become  recertified  as  professional  employees  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  district  commits 
a  considerable  amount  of  funds  for  professional  development  through  course  tuition 
reimbursements.  Teachers  are  eligible  for  $500  of  tuition  reimbursement  for  graduate  courses 
approved  and  successfully  completed  at  state  colleges  and  universities  and  $800  for  graduate 
courses  taken  at  private  colleges  and  universities.  Nearly  half  the  professional  staff  enrolled 
in  graduate  course  work  during  the  1996  calendar  year. 

In  addition,  the  district  sponsors  after  school  professional  development  programs  in  a 
variety  of  areas  that  support  curriculum  and  instructional  initiatives  in  the  district.  These 
include  the  integration  of  curriculum,  alternative  assessment  techniques,  teaching  strategies 
for  enhancing  student  learning,  teaching  in  the  inclusion  classroom,  cooperative  learning, 
and  teaching  “hands-on  and  minds  on”  science  at  the  elementary  and  middle  schools.  Ongoing 
professional  training  is  available  to  teachers  in  the  use  of  educational  technology.  Teachers 
are  also  eligible  to  attend  other  workshops  and  conferences  throughout  the  school  year. 

School  Facilities: 

The  residents  of  Rehoboth  approved  a  debt  exclusion  override  to  enable  the  school 
district  to  go  on  with  necessary  renovations  and  additions  to  the  Dorothy  L.  Beckwith  Middle 
School.  A  building  committee  will  supervise  the  project  that  we  expect  to  begin  in  the 
Spring  of  1997  and  be  completed  by  January  of  1998.  The  school  committee  and  I  are  very 
appreciative  of  the  continuing  support  for  our  schools.  The  school  committee  also  began 
reviewing  renovations  to  science  laboratories  at  the  high  school. 

The  district  partially  completed  its  strategic  planning  objective  related  to  educational 
technology.  Teachers  at  the  Dorothy  L.  Beckwith  Middle  School  have  access  to  a  computer, 
CD  ROM,  printer,  and  E-mail.  The  district  installed  a  computer  server  at  Beckwith  Middle 
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School  for  the  local  area  network  and  network  wiring  at  Dighton  Elementary  School.  The 
lack  of  funds  to  purchase  equipment  prevented  complete  integration  of  the  high  school  and 
district  office  network  and  full  teacher  accessibility  to  computers,  CD  ROM,  and  printers. 

The  school  committee  formed  the  Dighton  School  Facility  Study  Committee  for  several 
reasons.  The  current  buildings  will  exceed  their  enrollment  capacity  by  the  1998-99  school 
year.  The  kindergarten  building  is  not  a  suitable  learning  and  teaching  facility.  The  Dighton 
Elementary  School  facility  requires  renovation  and  additional  space  to  accommodate  current 
programs  and  student  enrollment.  This  committee  is  expected  to  make  its  report  and 
recommendations  early  in  February  of  1997. 

Supervision  and  Evaluation  of  Teachers  and  Administrators: 

Because  of  collective  bargaining  between  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  Teachers’ 
Association  and  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  Committee,  all  teachers  will  be 
evaluated  under  a  new  teacher  evaluation  program.  The  new  procedures  requires  that  teachers 
with  professional  status  (tenured  teachers)  propose,  implement,  and  evaluate  a  two-year 
professional  growth  plan.  This  plan  aims  at  enhancing  the  professionalism  and  accountability 
of  teachers  and  improving  the  quality  of  student  learning.  All  administrators  and  high  school 
department  chairpersons  received  extensive  training  in  the  new  evaluation  program. 

The  school  committee  received  a  proposal  to  revise  the  administrator  evaluation  program. 
They  expect  that  these  new  procedures  be  implemented  during  the  1997-98  school  year. 

Special  Education: 

The  school  district  continues  to  offer  a  comprehensive  array  of  special  education  services 
to  provide  education  in  the  least  restrictive  environment.  A  team,  composed  of  teachers  and 
the  parents,  write  Individual  education  plans  for  every  identified  student.  Special  education 
students  are  primarily  taught  in  the  regular  classroom  where  a  professional  special  education 
or  a  trained  instructional  assistant  is  available  to  help  the  regular  classroom  teacher  achieve 
the  requirements  of  the  plan.  This  inclusion  model  for  instruction  seeks  to  eliminate  the 
feelings  of  isolation,  negative  self-esteem,  and  the  possibility  lowered  academic  expectations 
when  students  are  removed  from  the  regular  classroom  for  instruction. 

The  district  provides  special  education  and  regular  education  teachers  with  an  ongoing  staff 
development  program  emphasizing  cooperative  learning,  interdisciplinary  instructional 
techniques,  and  teaching  in  an  inclusion  classroom.  An  outside  consultant  evaluated  the 
adaptive  physical  education  and  school  adjustment  counseling  programs.  The  report  identified 
many  commendable  aspects  of  these  programs  and  recommendations  to  improve  the  high 
quality  of  services  provided  by  the  professional  staff  of  these  programs. 

Other: 

The  school  committee  successfully  completed  negotiations  with  the  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  Teachers’  Association,  the  cafeteria  workers’  union,  and  the  custodians’  union. 
The  contract  with  the  teachers  provided  for  some  minor  changes  in  contract  language, 
significant  changes  in  the  teachers’  evaluation  program,  and  salary  increases.  The  salary 
increases  provide  for  a  10%  increase  in  salaries  over  the  three  years  of  the  contract.  The 
cafeteria  workers’  contract  provides  for  a  8  1/2%  increase  over  the  three  years  of  the  contract. 
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The  custodians’  contract  was  reopened  for  salary  discussions  in  the  third  year  of  the 
agreement.  The  school  committee  and  custodians’  union  agreed  to  a  2  1/2%  increase.  The 
school  committee  will  negotiate  a  new  contract  with  the  custodians  during  the  1996-97 
school  year. 

I  made,  with  the  support  of  the  school  committee,  two  new  administrative  appointments 
at  the  beginning  of  the  1996-97  school  year.  Trent  Danella,  former  principal  of  West  Warwick 
High  School,  was  appointed  principal  of  our  high  school.  He  replaced  Marshall  Sawyer 
who  retired  after  twenty-eight  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  students  of  our  school  district. 
Mr.  Danella’s  appointment  preceded  an  extensive  search  process  that  involved  parents, 
teachers,  administrators,  and  school  committee  members. 

Sandra  Curtis  was  appointed  principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School.  Mrs.  Curtis 
served  as  the  assistant  principal  for  the  Dighton  schools  for  two  years.  She  was  a  former 
teacher  in  the  Fall  River  public  schools.  Mr.  Paul  Swett  continues  as  the  principal  of  the 
Dighton  Middle  Schools. 

The  adult  education  program  will  begin  its  third  year  of  providing  interesting  array  of 
adult  learning  programs  for  recreation,  personal  interest,  and  improved  education.  The 
program  is  self-sufficient  and  supported  with  the  tuition  costs  of  the  adult  participants. 

The  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District  continues  a  proud  tradition  of  providing 
quality  education  for  its  students.  With  the  continued  support  of  both  communities  and  the 
leadership  of  its  school  committee,  the  district  will  continue  to  be  successful  in  reaching  its 
mission  of  providing  the  education  necessary  for  all  students  to  lead  informed,  productive, 
and  meaningful.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  professionally  serve  both  communities  as  your 
superintendent.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  ANAWAN/PALMER  RIVER  SCHOOLS 


I  hereby  submit  my  22nd  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Anawan/Palmer  River  Schools: 

Personnel: 

In  order  to  increase  the  reading  success  of  students  in  grades  one  through  three,  additions 
to  the  teacher  support  staff  have  been  made  this  year.  Using  funds  from  Title  I  as  well  as 
some  local  funding,  Mrs.  Dawn  DeLuca,  Mrs.  Eileen  Hallal,  Mrs.  Rosemary  Lavoie,  Mrs. 
Janice  MacPartland,  Mrs.  Ann  McGuirk,  Mrs.  Annemarie  Pavao,  Ms.  Susan  Miner,  and 
Mrs.  Susan  Rebello  have  joined  various  grades  one,  two,  and  three  classrooms.  These  new 
instructional  learning  assistants  received  training  during  the  summer  by  Ms.  Judith  Daggett. 
Mrs.  Candice  Andrews,  Mrs.  Allison  Mancini,  and  Mrs.  Pamela  Audette  are  assisting  special 
needs  teachers  in  grades  one,  four,  and  two  inclusion  classrooms.  Mrs.  Marilyn  Grear  has 
been  selected  to  replace  Mrs.  Susan  Rowse  in  the  Palmer  River  School  office. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction: 

The  highlight  of  this  school  year  is  the  adoption  of  an  exciting  hands-on  science  program 
in  grades  kindergarten  through  four.  Following  a  year  of  long  study  of  potential  programs 
by  all  members  of  the  Anawan/Palmer  River  staff,  the  Discovery  program  presented  by  the 
Silver  Burdett  Publishing  Company  has  been  adopted.  The  program  is  made  up  of  four 
units  per  grade  level  with  almost  daily  opportunity  for  hands-on  discovery  of  scientific 
information.  The  level  of  interest  by  students  is  only  matched  by  the  high  interest  of  the 
teaching  staff  in  presenting  this  new  addition  to  the  curricula.  The  program  is  enriched 
through  numerous  trade  books  as  well  as  video  tapes. 

The  inclusion  as  well  as  the  self-contained  classroom  models  continue  to  be  enhanced 
through  the  efforts  of  teaching  and  support  staff.  Using  in-district  professional  development 
programs  as  well  as  outside  conferences,  teachers  are  continually  gaining  additional  methods 
to  create  the  most  beneficial  learning  environment  for  students.  A  tour  of  the  classrooms  at 
Anawan/Palmer  River  gives  an  indication  that  education  is  not  stagnant,  and  that  striving 
for  excellence  is  an  important  goal  of  the  teaching  and  support  staff. 

Student  Achievement: 

The  results  of  the  recent  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program  (MEAP)  tests  for 
grade  4  students  indicates  the  success  of  many  revisions  and  goals  set  by  staff  following  the 
results  from  previous  tests:

What  is  of  greatest  significance  to  the  staff  at  Anawan/Palmer  River  was  the  growth  in 
the  students  ability  to  respond  correctly  to  open-ended  questions.  This  type  of  question  may 
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have  numerous  responses,  but  must  be  accurate  with  the  information  supplied.  In  reading, 
the  grade  four  students  scored  fifty  points  above  the  state  average.  In  mathematics,  they 
scored  sixty  points  above  the  state  average.  In  science,  the  grade  four  students  scored  ten 
points  above  the  state  average,  and  thirty  points  above  the  state  average  in  social  studies. 

Staff  Achievement: 

The  staff  of  Anawan/Palmer  River  realize  that  education  is  not  stagnant  and  that  the 
methodology  of  the  past  may  not  be  effective  with  the  students  and  needs  of  today.  To  this 
end,  the  professional  development  programs  within  the  district  as  well  as  graduate  course 
work  or  conferences  are  vehicles  used  by  all  staff  to  enhance  their  teaching.  A  supervising 
teaching  relationship  has  been  established  with  Providence  College  whereby  student  teachers 
gain  their  intense  classroom  experience  here  at  Anawan/Palmer  River.  This  partnership 
precludes  what  is  happening  in  the  classrooms  and  Anawan/Palmer  River  is  at  the  forefront 
of  solid  education  value  to  the  college  student. 

School  Community  Involvement: 

Under  the  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1993,  school  councils  were  created  for  each 
school.

I  hereby  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Dorothy  L.  Beckwith  Middle 
School. 

Personnel: 

The  following  changes  took  effect  during  the  calendar  year: 

Patricia  Park  retired  as  special  education  teacher  after  many  years  of  service.  Sharon 
Casarella  transferred  from  Palmer  River  school  to  fill  Mrs.  Park’s  position. 

Laura  Rogers,  Linda  Saxon,  and  Belle  Baker  resigned  as  instructional  learning  assistants. 
Hired  as  instructional  learning  assistants  were  Susan  Chiavaroli,  Mary  Ann  Parella,  and 
Toy  St.  Pierre. 

Jesse  Armell  took  a  leave  of  absence  from  his  special  education  teaching  position. 
Mary  Lou  Reinhagen  moved  from  her  position  as  instructional  learning  assistant  into  Mr. 
Armell’s  position  for  the  1996-97  school  year. 

Dawn  Turner  was  hired  as  part-time  technology  specialist  to  manage  the  computer 
network  and  other  technology  in  the  Rehoboth  K-8  schools. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction: 

Language  arts  teachers  are  involved  in  collecting  portfolios  of  student’s  writing  as  part 
of  the  school  district’s  effort  to  develop  alternative  forms  of  assessment  of  student  work. 

The  computer  network  is  up  and  running  and  has  allowed  electronic  mail  to  be  used 
within  the  building  and  between  the  schools  in  the  district.  The  automation  of  the  library 
was  completed  and  students  now  use  an  automated  card  catalog  and  have  access  to  CD 
ROM  programs.  All  books  have  been  bar  coded  so  that  borrowing  and  returning  of  books  is 
part  of  the  automated  process. 

Language  arts  and  social  studies  curricula  are  awaiting  revision  to  be  brought  into  line 
with  the  state’s  new  curriculum  frameworks  under  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993.  The 
state  has  yet  to  approve  the  frameworks  for  those  areas  which  has  held  up  the  district’s 
efforts  as  we  await  the  new  guidelines. 

The  enrichment  program  started  this  past  year  with  a  part-time  teacher.  Many  interesting 
and  challenging  activities  were  provided  which  involved  a  large  number  of  students.  Special 
projects  such  as  writing  clubs  and  recess  challenges  drew  enthusiastic  responses  from 
students.  We  have  proposed  to  increase  this  position  to  full-time  for  next  year  in  order  to 
provide  more  activities  of  this  kind  which  enrich  our  offerings  to  students. 

Student  Activities  and  Achievements:  Beckwith  continues  to  offer  a  strong  and  well- 
attended  after  school  activities  program  for  students.  Activities  are  offered  in  art,  sports, 
crafts,  baby-sitting,  board  games,  computers  and  technology. 
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Interscholastic  programs  are  offered  in  basketball  (boys  and  girls),  baseball  (boys),  and 
softball  (girls). 

The  Student  Council  continues  to  be  an  active  and  very  positive  part  of  school  life  that 
also  reaches  out  to  the  community.  The  council  collected  over  five  thousand  items  of  food 
for  distribution  to  the  needy  at  Thanksgiving  time  and  throughout  the  year. 

The  Peer  Leaders  continue  to  be  active  group  as  well  as  the  peer  mediators.  Peer 
mediators  are  students  trained  in  mediation  who  work  with  other  students  to  resolve  problems. 
Mediation  is  voluntary  for  disputants  and  has  resulted  in  many  peaceful  agreements  between 
parties  who  might  otherwise  resolve  their  disputes  in  less  successful,  combative  ways. 

Students  in  grades  eight  were  tested  with  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment 
of  Progress  test  (MEAP)  which  is  to  be  replaced  in  the  future  by  the  Massachusetts 
Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS).  The  1996  results  for  Beckwith  School  were 
as  follows:

We  are  pleased  but  not  satisfied  with  our  results  from  the  testing.  Beckwith  made 
significant  gains,  particularly  in  the  area  of  critical  thinking  as  measured  by  answers  to 
open-ended  questions  on  the  tests.  We  will  continue  our  efforts  to  develop  critical  thinking 
and  problem-solving  skills  which  we  believe  helped  our  students  on  the  tests,  but  more 
importantly,  with  their  education. 

Recipients  of  the  Good  Citizenship  Awards  at  the  1996  graduation  were  Lisa  Lusignan 
and  Kyle  Harrison.  Lily  Brooks  received  the  Williams  College  Book  Award. 

Faculty  and  Staff: 

The  faculty  and  staff  at  Beckwith  continue  to  develop  their  skills  through  attendance  at 
workshops,  courses,  and  seminars.  Almost  the  entire  staff  took  special  workshops  in  using 
the  computer,  word  processing  and  e-mail  which  were  offered  by  technology  specialist 
Dawn  Turner. 

Several  faculty  members  took  a  course  called  “Understanding  Teaching”  which  helps 
teachers  to  sharpen  their  teaching  skills.  The  course  drew  good  reviews  from  both  new  and 
veteran  teachers.  Other  teachers  and  staff  members  were  involved  in  workshops  offered  by 
the  school  district  as  part  of  its  continuing  efforts  at  staff  development. 

School/Communitv  Involvement: 

Under  the  Massachusetts  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993,  school  councils  were  to  be 
formed  for  every  school  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  Beckwith  School  Council  which  has 
parent,  teacher,  and  community  representatives,  developed  a  school  improvement  plan  for 
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this  year  which  includes  goals  on  time  and  learning,  respect  and  tolerance,  recognition  of 
school  volunteers,  and  a  data  bank  resource  for  teachers.  The  following  people  are  members 
for  the  1996-97  school  year:

At  the 
middle  school,  the  PTSA  provides  enrichment  programs  for  all  grade  levels.  In-school 
programs  as  well  as  field  trips  are  included  in  the  offerings.

Parents  and  community  volunteers  make  possible  the  Great  Books  Program  and 
contribute  their  time  working  with  teachers.  The  Holiday  Performance  for  grandparents 
and  senior  citizens  is  made  possible  through  the  help  of  parent  volunteers.  Other  parents 
volunteer  their  time  to  chaperone  field  trips  and  social  activities,  and  to  help  in  the  library. 

The  Dighton-Rehoboth  Music  Boosters  donate  time  and  financial  support  for  our 
excellent  music  programs.  Their  interest  and  support  are  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Lion’s  Club  works  with  the  school  and  sponsors  the  annual  Peace  Poster  Contest 
and  was  instrumental  in  starting  the  QUEST  alcohol  and  drug  program  in  the  school. 

The  Rehoboth  Police  and  Fire  Departments  work  closely  with  the  school  in  providing 
fire  and  bus  safety  programs  as  well  as  support  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.  Our 
fifth  graders  are  being  taught  the  Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education  (DARE)  program  by 
Safety  Officer  Stephen  Martin.  This  program  was  started  during  the  1993-94  school  year.

I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  supervising  principal  of  Dighton  Elementary  School: 

Personnel: 

1 .  Mrs.  Shirley  DeMello  was  hired  as  a  first  grade  teacher  at  Dighton  Elementary  School. 
Mrs.  DeMello  holds  a  Master’s  Degree  from  Rhode  Island  College  and  was  our  former 
part-time  special  education  teacher. 

2.  Mrs.  Karen  Rose  was  hired  as  a  part-time  Enrichment  Specialist  and  a  part-time  Science 
Curriculum  Consultant.  She  holds  a  Bachelor’s  Degree  from  Northeastern  University. 

3.  Mrs.  Nancy  Collins  was  hired  as  a  ILA  in  our  kindergarten  inclusion  class.  She  holds  a 
Bachelor’s  Degree  from  Bridgewater  State  College.  4.  Mrs.  Dayle  Bradshaw  was  hired 
as  the  ILA  for  grade 

4.  She  holds  a  Master’s  Degree  from  Lesley  College. 

5.  Mrs.  Ann  DiDominico  has  returned  from  her  sabbatical  leave  and  is  working  with  our 
inclusion  classes  in  grades  3  and  4,  as  well  as  acting  as  the  Special  Education  Coordinator 
for  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

6.  Mrs.  Brian  Michaud  has  been  increased  to  a  full-time  (1.0  FTE)  music  teacher. 

Curriculum  and  Programs: 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  the  school  district  has  implemented  a  new  science  program  in 
grades  K-4.  We  are  using  the  Silver  Burdett  Ginn  Discovery  Works  science  series  that  stresses 
hands-on  activities.  We  are  fortunate  this  year  to  have  the  services  of  a  Science  Curriculum 
Specialist  who  is  working  with  the  teachers  in  all  grades  to  ensure  its  success. 

This  year,  we  have  begun  an  inclusion  class  at  each  grade  level.  Each  of  these  classes  is 
staffed  by  a  general  education  teacher  and  a  full-time  instructional  learning  assistant.  One 
of  our  special  education  teachers  is  assigned  to  grades  K,l,  and  2  and  the  other  to  grades  3 
and  4.  These  two  teachers  co-teach  with  the  general  education  teacher  to  meet  the  needs  of 
all  students  within  the  inclusion  setting.  We  are  fortunate  to  work  with  Liz  Fleming  of 
Simmons  College  to  provide  these  teachers  and  their  assistants  the  professional  development 
needed  in  this  endeavor. 

Two  programs  that  have  been  instituted  at  Dighton  Elementary  School  this  year  are 
Savings  Makes  “Cents’"  and  Junior  Achievement.  Savings  Makes  “Cents”  is  a  state-wide 
program  sponsored  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Department  of  the  State 
Treasurer.  What  makes  this  program  so  special  is  that  our  local  bank.  Bank  of  Fall  River, 
and  our  school  and  working  together  to  teach  children  about  the  principles  of  money 
management  -  from  the  origins  of  money  to  actually  opening  a  savings  account.  Here  at 
Dighton  Elementary  School,  the  accompanying  curriculum  is  being  taught  in  grade  3. 
However,  both  grade  3  and  4  students  were  given  the  opportunity  to  open  a  savings  account 
and  bank  here  at  school  every  other  Thursday. 

Junior  Achievement  is  also  a  business/education  partnership  that  has  created  a  bridge 
between  the  classroom  and  the  workplace.  For  five  consecutive  Tuesdays  in  November  and 
December,  a  volunteer  businessman  came  into  DES  to  work  with  the  second  grade  to  teach 
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the  responsibilities  of  and  opportunities  available  to  citizens  in  the  economic  community.  In 
March,  the  program  will  expand  into  the  grade  3  with  a  volunteer  from  JuniorAchievement 
teaching  economic  development,  local  businesses  and  career  opportunities  within  the  context 
of  “Our  City”.  It  is  our  hope  that  we  can  expand  the  JuniorAchievement  program  into  all 
grades  K-4  by  next  year.  The  curriculum  in  J.A.  complements  and  parallels  our  existing 
social  studies  curriculum. 

Both  Savings  Makes  “Cents”  and  JuniorAchievement  stress  curricula  that  approach 
subjects  in  ways  that  make  learning  relevant  to  the  lives  of  students.  They  demonstrate  how 
economics  impact  people’s  lives  as  workers,  consumers,  and  citizens.  This  helps  students 
understand  the  world  around  them  now  as  well  as  preparing  them  for  adult  lives  as  responsible 
citizens  and  productive  workers. 

A  district-wide  Health  Education  Task  Force  which  encompasses  Health  Education, 
Physical  Education,  and  Family  Life  and  Consumer  Services  is  in  operating  for  the  1996-97 
school  year.  Its  purpose  is  to  revise  the  current  curriculum  to  best  align  with  the  learning 
standards  identified  in  the  State  Curriculum  Frameworks.  Jeffrey  White,  physical  education 
teacher  at  Dighton  Elementary  School,  is  currently  a  member  of  this  task  force. 

Staff  Achievements: 

Knowing  that  professionals  always  stay  abreast  of  current  trends  in  their  field,  twelve 
Dighton  Elementary  School  faculty  members  completed  one  or  more  graduate  courses  over 
the  past  year.  Also,  Mrs.  Ann  DiDomenico  completed  her  Certificate  of  Advanced  Graduate 
Studies  from  Rhode  Island  College. 

In  June  of  1996,  the  faculty  selected  Mrs.  Carol  Wilkerson  as  recipient  of  the  Golden 
Apple  Award.  This  award  is  also  referred  to  as  “Teacher  of  the  Year”  and  is  sponsored  by  the 
Dighton  PTO. 

Community  Involvement; 

The  staff  at  Dighton  Elementary  School  work  closely  with  many  community  members. 
The  Dighton  Council  On  Aging  and  Dighton  Elementary  School  have  had  many  opportunities 
for  intergenerational  activities.  These  included  a  classical  concert  sponsored  by  the 
Piatigorsky  Foundation;  holiday  parties  with  the  kindergarten  classes;  pen  pals  with  grade 
4;  and,  a  card  exchange  with  grade  2.  We  will  also  be  working  with  the  COA  this  winter  to 
create  an  ethnic  cookbook. 

The  Dighton  PTO  sponsors  many  activities  that  have  a  positive  effect  on  the  lives  of 
our  students.  As  well  as  sponsoring  an  after-school  enrichment  program  with  activities  ranging 
from  ballet  to  woodworking,  they  provide  enrichment  activities,  such  as  a  visit  from  the 
Museum  of  Science  and  various  field  trips,  within  the  school  day. 

Other  community  groups  that  were  in  with  or  contributed  to  the  schools  included  the 
Dighton  Fire  Department,-the  Dighton  Police  Department  and  the  Dighton  Dandelions. 
Community  members  also  came  into  Dighton  Elementary  School  to  read  to  classes,  tutor 
individual  students  or  do  clerical  work.  We  have  benefitted  greatly  from  their  commitment.

The  Dighton  Elementary  School  Council  serves  as  an  advisory  board  to  the  principal. 
For  the  1996-97  school  year,  the  council  has  agreed  to  oversee  two  school  improvement 
plans.  The  first  of  there  has  as  its  goal  “to  empower  students  to  identify,  understand  and 
accept  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  belonging  to  a  diverse  community”.  We  have  been 
striving  this  year  to  increase  students’  awareness  abut  issues  of  prejudice,  conflict  and 
intolerance,  and  encourage  a  greater  understanding  and  respect  for  differences.  In  conjunction 
with  this  goal,  students  in  grades  3  and  4  are  working  with  the  Alan  Shawn  Feinstein  “KIDS 
CAN  MAKE  A  DIFFERENCE!  program.  Our  second  action  plan  is  “to  empower  student  to 
not  only  learn  concepts  and  skills  but  how  to  apply  this  learning  to  new  situations”.  Both  the 
Savings  Makes  “Cents”  and  the  Junior  Achievement  Program  are  action  steps  taken  toward 
meeting  this  goal.

A  Dighton  Elementary  School  Facility  Study  Committee  has  been  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  identifying  both  school  facility  needs  at  the  elementary  school  level  and  necessary  capital 
improvements.  This  committee  will  propose  recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  the 
elementary  school  facilities  and  action  plans  to  solve  both  the  facility  requirements  and 
accomplish  the  necessary  capital  improvements.

The  4th  graders  at  Dighton  Elementary  School  were  tested  in  April,  1996  as  part  of  the 
Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment  Program.

Administration  and  staff  are  currently  working  on  assessment  of  the  strengths  and 
weaknesses  of  our  curricula  and  teaching  strategies  to  help  us  in  the  development  of  a  plan 
of  action  to  improve  our  scores. 

During  the  week  of  October  16,  students  in  grades  1,  2,  and  3  were  given  the  Gates- 
MacGinitie  Reading  Test.  The  results  of  this  test  show  that  by  the  time  students  get  to  grade 
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3,  84%  of  them  are  scoring  in  stanines  4  through  9,  with  49%  of  them  scoring  in  stanines  6  1 

through  9,  or  high  average  to  above  average.  Of  the  13  students  in  grade  3  scoring  in  stanines 
1,  2,  or  3,  seven  students  have  lEPs  and  are  receiving  services  through  special  education; 
three  are  receiving  Title  services;  one  is  working  one-on-one  with  a  tutor;  and,  two  have 
been  identified  but  their  parents  refused  Title  I  services  at  this  time.  As  one  can  see,  we  are 
well  on  our  way  to  having  all  students  reading  at  or  above  grade  level  by  the  end  of  grade  3. 

Concluding  Remarks: 

It  is  my  first  year  as  principal  of  this  fine  school.  It  is  a  school  in  which  the  faculty  has 
genuine  warmth  and  caring;  a  school  in  which  students  are  well  behaved  and  motivated  to 
learn  and  to  for  others  less  fortunate;  and,  a  school  where  there  is  involvement  from  both 
the  parents  and  the  community.  This  is  a  combination  that  most  principals  wish  for;  I  am 
indeed  fortunate  to  have  this  as  reality. 

In  closing,  1  would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  me  in  my  first  year.  Through 
the  tireless  efforts  of  our  staff  and  Parent  Teacher  Organization  and  School  Council,  there 
has  been  a  concerted  effort  “to  provide  the  education  necessary  for  our  students  to  lead 
informed,  productive,  and  meaningful  lives.”

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional 
High  School. 

Personnel: 

Principal  Marshall  Sawyer  retired  after  28  years  of  service  to  D-R.  He  was  replaced  by 
Mr.  Trent  Danella,  former  principal  at  West  Warwick  High  School  in  Rhode  Island. 

Mrs.  Kathleen  Burke  replaced  Mrs.  Beverly  Freitas,  who  took  a  position  at  Apponequet, 
as  our  Spanish  teacher. 

Ms.  Allison  King  went  from  part-time  social  studies  instructor  to  full-time. 

Ms.  Cynthia  went  from  part-time  science  instructor  to  full-time. 

Mr.  Jonathan  Corey  was  hired  as  a  part-time  social  studies  instructor  relieving  Mr. 
Giannakoulis  of  three  classes  so  that  he  could  assume  additional  duties  as  assistant  principal. 

Mrs.  Karen  Dobbs  was  hired  as  a  physical  education  instructor  to  replace  Ms.  Judith 
Jackson,  who  retired. 

Mr.  Anthony  Martin  was  hired  as  a  special  needs  instructor. 

Mrs.  Ann  Prescott  was  hired  as  a  part-time  mathematics  instructor. 

Mrs.  Wendy  Rutkowski  transferred  to  our  Art  Department  from  Dighton  Middle  School. 
Mr.  Jeffrey  Schoonover  was  hired  as  a  physics  instructor. 

Mrs.  Deborah  Horton  was  hired  as  a  guidance  secretary  to  replace  Mrs.  Bette  Coughlan 
who  retired. 

Ms.  Sheryl  McGovern  was  appointed  as  a  special  education  teacher. 

Mr.  James  DeBlois  was  hired  as  a  special  education  aide  to  assist  a  physically  impaired 
student. 

Mrs.  Martha  Gordon  was  hired  as  a  special  needs  secretary  to  replace  Mrs.  Sue  Darling 
who  took  a  similar  position  in  the  superintendent’s  office. 

Enrollment: 

On  October  1 ,1996,  there  were  880  students  enrolled  at  the  high  school:  3 16  from  Dighton 
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and  556  from  Rehoboth,  and  8  from  other  districts.  This  represents  an  increase  of  41  students 
over  last  year  and  an  increase  of  141  students  since  the  91-92  school  year! 

Class  of  1996: 

This  senior  class  had  179  students:  156  of  whom  graduated;  7  did  not  meet  graduation 
requirements;  15  withdrew  during  the  school  year;  and  1  left  for  other  reasons.  Dighton  had 
50  students  (28%),  Rehoboth  121  (68%),  and  there  were  8  (4%)  from  other  districts.  Of  the 
179  graduates:  130  went  on  to  further  their  education  (83%);  18  went  to  work  (12%);  7 
went  into  the  service  (4.5%);  and  I  had  unknown  plans  (.5%). 

Senior  Class  Achievements: 

Christopher  Dawe  was  named  the  Robert  T.  Roy  Medal  winner  as  the  Outstanding 
Member  of  the  Senior  Class.  Frederick  Reiss  was  Class  Valedictorian  and  Ryan  DuVally 
was  Class  Salutatorian. 

Superior  and  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  presented  to  36  seniors  and  8  members 
received  awards  and  certificates  for  Perfect  Attendance  for  all  of  their  4  years  of  high  school. 

A  total  of  126  seniors  (70%)  took  the  College  Board  SAT’s.  The  mean  verbal  score  was 
540  and  the  mean  math  score  was  523.  The  verbal  mean  for  Massachusetts  was  507  and  the 
national  mean  was  505;  the  math  mean  for  Massachusetts  was  504  and  the  national  508. 

Scholarships: 

Artemis  Christodulou  received  the  12th  Annual  Mustard  Seed  Scholarship  of  $8,000.00 
for  each  of  4  years  at  college  for  a  total  of  $32,000. 

The  Citizens’  Scholarship  Foundation  awarded  81  scholarships  to  members  of  this  class 
who  are  attending  schools  of  higher  learning.  They  also  awarded  grants  to  5  students  who 
graduated  from  the  Vocational  School.  Total  awards  amounted  to  more  than  $40,000. 

Academic  Accomplishments: 

The  National  Merit  Foundation  commended  9  students  in  the  Class  of  1997  and  named 
one  as  a  semifmalist,  John  Horton  of  Dighton. 

Thirty-six  new  members  were  inducted  into  the  James  F.  Frates  Chapter  of  the  National 
Honor  Society  in  November.  This  brought  the  total  number  of  members  to  76. 

Athletic  Accomplishment: 

The  1996  Falcons’  Football  Team,  under  the  direction  of  Coach  David  Driscoll, -completed 
its  season  undefeated  and  was  the  South  Coast  Conference  Champion  and  went  on  to  win 
the  MSSM  Division  IV-A  Super  Bowl. 

Curriculum  and  Instruction: 

The  Business  Technology  Department  curriculum  offerings  will  be  enhanced  by  the 
addition  of  a  new  Windows  95  lab  being  planned  for  the  1997-98  school  year. 
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The  Mathematics  Department  has  made  3  significant  changes:  (1)  Calculus  has  been 
added  to  the  college  prep  sequence;  (2)  Geometry  classes  are  now  using  computers  with 
“The  Geometer’s  Sketchpad”  software;  (3)  graphic  calculators  are  now  being  used  in  Algebra 
II,  Trigonometry,  and  Pre-Calculus  in  addition  to  Honors  Pre-Calculus,  Calculus  and  Advance 
Placement  Calculus. 

The  English  Department  developed  a  multimedia  portable  teaching  station  which  uses 
computer  and  CD-Roms  to  project  lessons  on  a  35"  TV  screen  for  classroom  instructions 
and  viewing. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  acquired  3  Eiki  recorders  for  use  with  7  Explorer 
Headsets,  a  CD  player  with  dual  cassettes,  and  a  TV  monitor/receiver  for  use  with  their 
laser  disc  player.  This  equipment  will  be  used  by  all  foreign  language  classes. 

Honors  United  States  History  students  participated  in  a  semester-long  project  in  groups 
of  5  or  6  to  research  the  major  historical  events  that  took  place  in  their  lifetime  (1979  to  the 
present).  They  developed  narrative  scripts  to  describe  each  event  along  with  pictures  to 
prepare  a  documentary  film. 

The  Science  Department  completed  the  installation  of  a  new  computer  system  in  its 
physics  laboratory. 

Faculty: 

Donald  Murray,  Distributive  Education  teacher,  was  appointed  as  the  Massachusetts 
National  Career  Development  Conference  Coordinator. 

Art  teacher  Glenn  Davis  and  art  teacher  Wendy  Rutkowski  attended  the  Massachusetts’ 
Art  Association  Conference  and  attended  seminars  on  the  “Internet  and  Art”  and  “Japanese 
Art  and  Their  Teaching  Philosophies.” 

Mathematics  Department  Head  Suzanne  Flaherty  and  math  instructor  Michelle 
Deschenes  attended  a  6-day  summer  institute  at  Tufts  to  receive  training  on  “Geomater’s 
Sketchpad”. 

Business  Technology  Department  Chairman  Mary  Carter  and  business  technology 
instructor  Theresa  Murphy  completed  the  course  “Including  Students  with  Special  Needs  in 
the  Regular  Classroom”. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Walsh,  a  science  teacher  who  holds  certification  in  general  science  and 
biology,  completed  courses  for  certification  in  chemistry.
